DISCUSSION ON SLAVERY IN CONGRESS. 

From The Journal of Commerce. 

We have ever counted it as among the greatest of 
evils that this subject should have occupied the position 
it has, and taken so much of tbe valuable time of Con¬ 
gress ; for after all, slavery is a State institution, and 
must be managed by the people of the respective States. 
The time was when all things appeared to be working 
well for tbe friends of freedom, and for the slaves them¬ 
selves. There was full and free discussion, for example, 
m the Legislature of Virginia. But the Abolitionists 
began to launch their thunderbolts, and all public discus- 
ston of tbe subject in tbe slavebolding States speedily 
ceased. In 1832, emancipation was discussed in the I 
V trgiDia legislature, and Mr. Broadnax, of Dinwiddle^ 
spoke as follows : “ The time has passed away in ihe- 
history of the world when there can be any sealed sub¬ 
ject in this conntry. The spirit of the sge will not tole-' 
rate snpressiou. The march of intellect on the earth— 
the increased spirit of inquiry and self-reflection—the 
demand in other regions for more liberal institutions—tbe 
flood of light from modern accessions to political and 
philosophical science which has poured in upon us, have 
imparted a tone of iuquisitiveness to the public miud, 
and rendered it impatient of any subject being enveloped 

in the mantle of mystery.” Thus could a Virginia legis¬ 
lator speak in 1832 ; but soon after that period, Garri¬ 
son broke loose with his insanities, the cry was taken np, 
and echoed by all tbe inflammable demagogues; and 
ever since that time, tbe discussion of the subject in that 
body has ceased as by common consent. The emancipa¬ 
tionists, who were about to assume high and triumphant 
ground, have constantly diminished,aDd perpetualism has 
rather been gaining the ascendancy. Ooce we heard, bnt 
now bear no more, such sentimeots an the following, 
uttered by tbe same speaker: “ That slavery in Virginia 
an evil, and a transcendent evil, it would be idle and 
ore than idle for any human beieg to doubt or deny, 
is a mildew which has blighted in its course every 
region it has touched from the creation of the world. 

1 Ilustratioos from the history of other countries, and other 
lime*, might be instructive and profitable, bad we the 
time to review them; but we have evidences tending to 
tbe same conviction Dearer at baud, and accessible to daily 
observation, in tbe short histories of tbe different States 
in this great Confederacy, which are impressive in their i 
admonitions, and conclusive in their character." But tbe 
fury of abolitionism bos compelled the whole Sooth to 
stop its ears agaiost all snch admonitions. Nor do the 
agitators treat it as a merely moral question. It has 
become fiercely political—and philanthropy itself, miser¬ 
ably bollow as it was, has been sacrificed on tbe altar ol 
n. It matters not what becomes of the negroes, 
their mock friends can ride on this hobby iuto 
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Delaware, by her Legislature, came within odc vote of 
abolishing slavery, when the clamour arose, and never 
has she touched tbe subject since; showing that tbe 
minority agreed with the majority on the rashness aDd tbe 
perils of N orthero interference with this institution. We 
do Dot augur any progress, at present, toward the settle¬ 
ment of this question on a firm aud satisfactory basis. 
Whatever the work, it will be slow, and probably a more 
decent generation of philo-Africans must arise, than that 
with which we are now contending. Meuulime, all tbe 
evils created by the radicals will not prevent tbe real 
prosperity of tbe conntry, nor impair the successful work¬ 
ing of tbe machinery of the government.

- TEXAS AND THE SLAVE TRADE. 

From Tb« New Orleans Delta. 

But Texas, with the sagacious boldoess aDd shrewd 
precision which have heretofore marked her career, seems 
about to wheel into line with South Carolina on the ques¬ 
tion of the slave trade, as appears by a set of resolutions 
recently introduced iuto her Legislature by Mr. John 
Henry Brown, and referred to the appropriate committee. 
These resolutions present at some length and quite ably 
the general argument for the reopening of the African 
slave trade, and indicate forcibly the particular benefits 
which such a policy would coaler upon Texas, as a Btate 
having an immense amount of unoccupied land and a 
proportionate deficiency of labourers. 

Wbat is true of Texas is true in the aggregate of the 
South. The labour of the North, by emigration, has 
been increased probably at the rate of six per cent, per 
annum, while the agricultural labour of the South, depend¬ 
ing upon native resources alone, has scarcely increased at 
the rate of thru per cent. Such is the effect of tbe' 
“ settled policy ” ot this Government of ours, as declared 
by Mr. Orr aud tbe rest, is it not possible to subvert 
that creation of cant, after the latter has been so signally 
vanquished in the arena ot argument, and has been 
banished from the walks of true philosophy and genuine 
philanthropy ? Most assuredly, with tbe gallant State 
of Texas on the one wing, and tbe brave, uever-say-die 
old State of South Carolina on the other wing, the thing 
can be done if the centre does not cravenly refuse to 
keep step to the music of Southern glory aDd redemption 
when the hour calls for action. Tbe united will ot the 
South is tbe one thing needful. Will is present power. 
Will is the future conqnest. It can stare rotten institu¬ 
tions, consecrated by ages, ont of existence, and curdle 
with the lightning of its look the blood of nations. Give 
the unit, then, and the way will come to it as a menial at 
the call of his master. In whom is snch a will to find an 
organ? Who is the man ready and fit, “standing on 
the forehead of the time at hand,” to express that will in 
words and deeds that shall be destiny ? Who !

Under these 
circumstances, notwithstanding the great sacrifices to i 
persona), political and pecuniary, 1 felt that I coaid 
more .refuse such a call from my country, through ucr 
Chief Magistrate, than a soldier in battle who is ordered 
to tbe command of a forlorn hope. 

1 accepted, however, on the express condition that 
should advocate the submission ol the Constitution tc 
vote of tbe people for ratification or rejection. Th«se 
views were clearly understood by the President and ail 
bis Cabinet. They were distinctly set forth in my letter, 
on my acceptance of this office, of tbe 26lh March last, sod 
reiterated in my inaugural address of the 27 lb of May last, 
as follows: “ ludsed, 1 cannot doubt that tbe Convention] 
after having framed a State Constitution, will submit it 
for ratification or rejection by a majority of the tbenactnal 
bona fide resident settlers of Kansas.” 

■With these views, well known to the President and tbe 
Cabinet, and approved by tbem, 1 accepted tbe appoint¬ 
ment o' Governor of Kansas. My instructions from tbel 
President, through the Secretary of State, under date 
30th March last, sustain tbe regular Legislature of the 
Territory in assembling a Convention to form a Constitu¬ 
tion, aud they express the opinion or the President 
“ When such a Constitution 'shall be sfibrnitted to 

people of the Territory, they must be protected in_ 

exercise of their right of voting for or against that instru¬ 
ment, and the fair expression of tbe popular will must doI 
be interrupted by fraud or violence. I repeat, then, at 
my clear conviction, that unless the Convention submit 
the Constitution to the vote of all the actual resident set¬ 
tlers of Kansas, and the election be fairly and justly coo- 
ducted, tbe Constitution will be, and ought to be, rejected 
by Congress." 

Tbi3 inaugural most distinctly asserted that it was not 
question of slavery merely, which I believed to be of 
little practical importance then in its application to 
Kansas, but of the colire Constitution which should be 
submitted to the people for ratification or rejection, 
these were my words on that subject in my inaugural: 

“ It « not merely shall slavery exist id or disappear Irom 
Katisas, but shall the great principles of self-government 
“id State sovereignty be-maiabtined or subverted ? ” 

In that inaugural proceed further to say, the people 
“tnay, by a ■mAvqutmt vote <for M t the ratification ol

By that inaugural and a subsequent iffldreiss, 1 was 
pledged to the people of Kansas to oppose, by all lawful 
menus, the adoption of any Constitution which was not 
fairly and fully submitted to their vote for ratification or 
rejection. These pledges I cannot recall or violate with¬ 
out personal dishonour and tbe abandonment of funda¬ 
mental principles ; aod, therefore, it is impossible for me 
to support what is called tbe Lecompton Constitution, 
because it is not submitted to a vote of the people for 
ratification or rejection.

HI have discussed tbe subject mainly on tbe qoestioD 
that Conventions are not sovereign, and cannot rightfully 
make a Slate Constitution without its submission to a 
vote of the people for ratification or rejection. Yet, 
surely, even those who differ with me on this point most 
concede, especially under tbe Kausas-Nebraska act, it is 
only such Conventions can be called sovereign as have 
been truly elected by the people, aud represent them well. 
On reference, however, to my address of tbe 16th of Sept. 
liuA oa tbe day-qualification question, a copy of which 
I immediately transmitted to you for the information 
of tbe President and Cabinet, it is evident that the 
Lecompton Convention had vital, not technical, defects in 
tbe very substance of iu organization under tbe Territo- 
irial law, which could only be cured, ia my judgment, as 
set forth to my inaugural and other addresses, by submis¬ 
sion of the Constitution for the ratification of the people. 
On reference to the Territorial law under which tbe Con¬ 
vention was assembled, thirty-four regularly organized 
; counties were named as election districts for delegates to 
| the Convention. Iu each and all of these counties it was 
required by law that a census be taken, also the voters 
registered, aDd, when this was completed, tbe delegates to 
the Convention should be apportioned accordingly. Iu 
nineteen of these counties there was no census, and there¬ 
fore there could be no such apportionment there of dele¬ 
gates upon such census. And in fifteen of these counties 
there was no registry of voters. These fifteen counties, 
inclndiog many of the oldest organized Counties in tbe 
Territory, were entirely disfranchised, aDd did not give (by 
no fault of their own) and could not give a solitary vote 
for the delegates to the Convention. This result was 
superinduced by the fact that the Territorial Legi slature 
appointed all the Sheriffs and Probate Judgt^Wafl flies? 
counties, to whom was assigned tbe duty by law of 
makiog this census and registry. These officers were 
political partisans,dissenting from the views and opinions 
of the people of these counties, as was proved by the 
election to October last These officers, from want of I 
they alleged, peglected or refused to take any 
make any registry in these counties, and there¬ 
fore they were entirely disfranchised, and could not and 
did not give a single vote at the election for delegates to 
the Constitutional Convention. And here 1 wish to call 
attention to a distinction which will appear in my inau¬ 
gural address to reference to those counties where the 
voters were fairly registered, and did not vote. In snch 
-g where lull and free opportunity was given to 
• and vote, and they did not choose to exercise 
privilege. The question is very different from 
these counties where there was no census or registry, and 
no vote was given, or could be given, however anxious, 
the people might be to participate to the election of dele¬ 
gates to tbe Convention. Nor could it be said these] 
aunties acquiesced, for, wherever they endeavoured, by 
subsequent census or registry of their own, to supply 
this defect, occasioned by previous neglect of the Territo-1 
rial officers, the delegates thus chosen were rejected by 
the Convention. 1 

I repeat that, in nineteen counties out of thirty-four, 
there was no census. In fifteen counties out of thirty- 
four there was no registry, and not a solitary vote was 
given, or could be given, for Delegates to the Convention 
in any one of these counties. Surely, then, it cannot be 
said that such a Convention, chosen by scarcely more 
than one tenth of the present voters of Kansas, represent- 
rx P 60 ?. tbat Territory, and could rightly impose 
a Constitution upon them without tbeir consent. These 
nineteen counties, in which there was do census, constitu¬ 
ted a majority of the counties of the Territory, and these 
fifteen counties in which there was no registry gave a 
much larger vote at the October election, even with the 
six months' qualification, than the whole vote given to 
the Lecompton Constitution on thellth of November last. 
If, then, sovereignty can be delegated, and the Conven¬ 
tion as such are sovereign, which I deny, surely it must 
be only to such cases as when such Coventions are chosen 
by the people, which we have seen was not the case as, 
regards the late Lecompton Convention. It was for this 
and other reasons that to my inaugural and other addresses 


I insisted that the Constitution should be submitted to 
the people by tbe Convention, as theonlv means of curing 
this vital defect to its organization. It was, therefore 
among other reasons that when, as you know, tbe organiza¬ 
tion called tbe “Topeka State Government” was made, 
and as a consequence an inevitable civil war and conflict 
must have ensued, these results were prevented by my 
assuring, not the Abolitionists, as has been erroneously 
stated (for my address was not to them, but to the peo¬ 
ple of Kansas), that, in mv judgment, tbe Constitution 
would he submitted fairly’and freelv for ratification or 
rejection by their vote; and that if this was not done, I 
would unite with them (tbe people!, as I now do, in law- 
ful opposition to such procedure. ' 

The power and responsibility being devolved exclusively 
upon me by the President of using the Federal army in 
Kansas to suppress insurrection, the alternative was dis¬ 
tinctly presented to me, by questions propounded at 
lopeka, of arresting tbe revolution by tbe slaughter of 
the people, or of preventing it, together with that civil 
must have extended throughout tbe Unioo, by 
asnrance, theo given, that tbe right of the 
people to frame tbeir own government, so far as my 
power extended, should be maintained. But for this as¬ 
surance, it is a conceded fact that toe Topeka State 
Government, tbeo assembled to legislative session, would 
have been put into immediate actual operation, and that 
a sanguinary collision with tbe Federal army and civil 
wat must have ensued—extending, it is feared, through¬ 
out the Umon. 

, '.tr red, the whole idea of an imager*) address origoarfd 
in tie alarming intelligence which bad reached Washing¬ 
ton City of perilous aod incipient rebellion in Kansas. 
This insurrection was rendered still more formidable on 
my reaching the Territory by the Dear approach of tbe 
assembling of the revolutionary State Legislature, aod 
the very numerous mass Conventions by which it was 
sustained. In truth, 1 bad to choose between arresting 
that insurrection, at whatever cost of American blood, by 
the Federal army, or to prevent the terrible catastrophe, 
as I did, by my pledges to the people of tbe exertion of 
all my power to obtain a fair election and the submission 
of the Constitntion to the vote of tbe people for ratifica- 
* 3u or rejection. 

My inaugural and other addresses were, therefore, really 

the natnre of proclamations, so often issued by Presi¬ 
dents and Governors, with a view to prevent, as they did 
in this case, civil war and insurrection. Now, by my 
oath of office I was sworn to support toe Constitution of 
the United States, which I have shown, in my judgment, 
required tbe submission of toe Constitution to tbe vote of 
tbe people. I was sworn, also, to take care that the 
Kansas at)d Nebraska bill should be faithfailv executed, 
which bill, in my judgment, as heretofore stated, required 
that the Constitution should be submitted to tbe vote or 
the people, aDd I was therefore only performing a solemn 
duty when, as Governor of the Territory to whose people 
my first obligations were due, I endeavoured to secure 
tbem these results. The idea entertained by some that I

should see tbe Federal Constitution and__I 

Nebraska bill overthrown and disregarded, and that play¬ 
ing the part of a mute in a pantomime of ruin I should 
acquiesce by my silence in such a result, especially where 
such acquiescence involved as an immediate consequence 
a disastrous aDd sanguinary civil wiir, seems to me most 
preposterous. 

Not a drop of blood has been abed by the Federal 
troops in Kansas during my Administration, but insur¬ 
rection and civil war, extending, I fear, tbrongbont the 
country, were alone prevented by the course pursued by 
me on those occasions, and tbe whole people, abandoning 
revolutionary violence, were induced hy me to go, for the 
firat time, into a general and peaceful election. These 
important results constitute a sufficient consolation for ull 
tbe unjust assaults made upon me on this subject. I do 
not understand that these assaults have ever received the 
slightest countenance from the President. On the con- 
trary, his message clearly indicates uo approval of my 
rse op to tbe present most unfortunate difference about 
so-called Lecompton Constitution. Inasmuch, how- 
', as this difference is npon a vital question involving 
practical results and new instructions, it ia certainly much 
more respectful to the President, on my part, to resign the 
office of Governor, and give him an opportunity of filling 
it, os is his r ght under the Constitution, with one who 
ecpcuni with him in bis present opinions rather than go 
JJPff 1 >*• * MOtO ' 1 .- .fisoUniHillce 

j fr>ins instructions. 'Ibis latter coarse, in my judgment, 
iWoufcUj* incompatible with u proper respect for the Chief 
Magistrate of ibc Union, inconsistent with tbe rules of 
moral rectitude or propriety, and coniil be adopted with 
no other view than to force the President to remove me 
from office- Such a course, it is alleged, would present 
roe to the public as a great political martyr in the defence 
of the great principle of self-government; but to go to 
Kansas with any such purpose, or with a certain know¬ 
ledge that snch a result must follow, would be alike unjust 
and improper. My only alternative, then, is that of a 
respectful resignation, iu the hope that Kansas and our 
beloved couulry may be shielded from that civil war witb 
which, I fear, both are threatened, by any attempt to 
force the socalled Lecompton Constitution upon tbe 
people of Kansas. 1 state it as a fact, based on a long 
und intimate association witb the people of Kansas, that

Indeed, disguise it as we may to ourselves, under the influ¬ 
ence of tbe present excitemeut, the facts will demonstrate 
that any attempt by Congress to force this Constitution 
upon the people of Kansas will be an effort to substitute 
the will of a small minority for that of au overwhelming 
majority of tbe people of Kansas; that it will Dot settle tbe 
K »“““ question, or localize tbe issue ; that it will, I fear, 

_ .Jded by civil war, extending, perhaps, throughout 

tbe Union, thus bringing this question back again upon 
Congress and before toe people to its most dangerous and 
alarming aspect. Tbe President takes a different view of 
tbe subject in his Message; and from the events occurring 
to Kansas as well as here, it is evident that the question 
“ passing from theories into practice, and that, as Gover- 
w of Kansas, I should be compelled to carry out new 
instructions differing on a vital question from those 
received at the date of my appointment. Such instruc¬ 
tions I could not execute consistently with my views of 
the Federal Constitution and of tbe Kansas and Nebraska 
with my pledges to the peopleof Kansas. Under 
ircnmstances, uo alternative is left but to resign 
the office of Governor of tbe Territory of Kansas. No 
can more deeply regret than myself the necessity, but 
_ rises from do change of opinion ou my part. On tbe 
contrary, I should most cheerfully have returned to 
Kansas to carry out my original instructions, aud thus 
preserve tbe peace of tbe Territory, aod finally settle the 
Kansas question by redeeming my pledges to toe people. 
It is not my intention at this time, to discus the peculiar 
circumstances and unexpected events which have modi¬ 
fied toe opinions of the President npon a point so vital as 
the submission of tbe Constitntion tor ratification or rejec¬ 
tion by the vote of the people—mnch less do I desire any 
^.- controversy with the President on this subject. Yet, 
iues?rHowever* idrty my views may differ from those entertained 
- by him on this question—views which I have held all my 
life, and which, as involving fundamental principles of 
public liberty and of the Constitution are unchangeable— 
yet, as regards all those great measures which I trust will 
constitute the policy of his Administration iu other 
respects, it will give me pleasure, as a private citizen, to 
yield my cordial support *****

PROFESSOR ALLEN'S LECTURE. 

Dublin, November 11,1857. 

:u Eiiitsr ,.f Tit (London) Anti-Slater > AixKOSe. 

Hear oik : As I have been since its commencement a 
reader of your paper, 1 naturally feel an interest to its 
success. I have no particular fault to find with your 
selections, but would it not give more life to your columns 
if they were better furnished with original matter ? You 
may perhaps say that nothing of your own is likely to 
equal extracts from the American anti-slavery news¬ 
papers, whose circulation is unfortunately so limited on 
this side of the Atlantic that I have been informed the 
Advocate was mainly established as a channel for placing 
their facts and arguments before tbe British public. 
Still I am of opinion that it would be well if yon coold • 
contrive to obtain a greater proportion of original matter 
than has latterly appeared to yonr columns. 

It has occurred to me that you may find pv>m iu your 
next Dumber for a notice of an anli-slyverv lecture 
that was delivered in this oity two or three days ago. I 
You are doubtless familiar with tbe name of Professor 
Allen, formerly of Macgrawville College in tbe State of i 
New York, who, being a man of coionr, was obliged to I 
fly from bis Dative conntry some years ago, because be 
had offended the public opioioo of the United States by 
marrying a white youDg woman, who wa3 Dot only young! 
and white, bnt a lady every inch in manners, morals and 
education. As the poor young couple had to fly. where 
should they fly to but to England ? and so to England 
they went. After a time spent in Loridon, Liverpool, and 
Belfast, they came to Dublin, and have lived here for 
some years, duriog which, to my own knowledge, Mr. 
Allen has evinced remarkable courage, perseverance, 
endurance and energy in bis efforts to support bis family, 
under the combined disadvantages of narrow circumstan¬ 
ces and the difficult straggle which most be endured 
when competition is intense and tbe field of labour 
already occupied. He has given lessons in elocution and 
other branches, bat his chief card has been the delivery 
of bis lectures on tbe history and prospects of the Afri¬ 
can race, which he has given, with great acceptance, in 
many of the towns of Ireland, always under highly respec¬ 
table auspices ; but most frequently those of clergymen 
of the established church, whose patronage and presence 
chairmen of his meetings have generally secured him 
excellent and remunerative attendance. Circumstan-

lideoce, Mr. Allen delivered the particular lecture 
which it is my object to notice.

LETTER FROM MR. HELPER.

Rbv. H. Mattison —My Dear Sir: Since yon honoured 
ae with a call, some weeks ago, in Wall street, I have 
een to Baltimore and Washington City, and have thus 
proven how gratuitous were the assertions of certain pro¬ 
slavery demagogues, who said I would never dare to show 
myself again on tbe south side of Mason and Dixon’s 
liDe. I learn, however, from letters recently received from 
my brothers, and others to Carolina, that it would be very 
unsafe for me to return home—that I would certainly be 
mobbed, perhaps killed, almost immediately after my 
arrival at the depot, and all this, because, acting npon 
what I believed to be my privilege and my daty, I have 
written an anti-slavery book! I have thus been made to 
know the penalty of allowing my opinions to run counter 
to the teachings of the oligarchy, and thus you see that 
that clause of toe Constitution which guarantees to us all 
tbefreedom of speech, is to the South, a dead letter. 

Your friend, T. Jones, Esq., called in our office, a few 
days ago, and gave our President such a flattering aeconnt 
ol the criticism which you were pleased to make to favour

You are doubtless watching, with much interrat, the 
progress of events in Kansas—that vast and fertile Terri-1 
tory, which the myrmidons of slavery, in their presump¬ 
tuous and unprecedented villany, are trying so hard to 
bring under the blighting influence of the “ peculiar insti- 
tution. ’ .It is time, I think, for the free, patriotic people 
this country to rise in their might, and put an end to 


eoce was resjiectible, the subject the Present Position ol 
Affairs in the United States, chiefly with reference to the 
institntion (as it is facetiously called) of chattel slavery. 
In what way the Professor connected the present crisis 
with slavery 1 did not hear, for I was not able to be pro- 
scut until after tlie lecture had commenced. However, 
bi9 historic sketch of the aggressions of tbe Slave Power, 
and tbo deepening gloom oi that moral darkness which 
now overshadows tbe United States was given with 
mnch force, feeling, and fidelity. He described tbe pas¬ 
sage of the Fugitive Slave Law, the frequency of legal¬ 
ized slave hunts throngbont tbe Free States, the retnrD 
of Anthony Burns into slavery by the dishonoured de¬ 
scendants of tbe very meu who. ia the infancy of the 
American revolution, threw the tea into Boston harbour 
rutlier than submit to a tax of 3d per pound nnconstitn 
tionally imposed. He denounced with just severity the 
latest and most hideous result of that pro-slavery spirit 
which rules the United States—I mean that horrible deci- ] 
Rion of the Supreme Court of tbe Uuited Slates, which, 
from tbe name of the negro in reference to whose cause 
it was prouounced, is called the Dred Scott decision, and 
which is summed up in the wicked dictum that the col¬ 
oured race have no rights which tbe white race are 
i bound by tbe Constitution to respect. Tbe lecturer 
1 then proceeded to sketch toe efforts that Imd been (nude 
by the Abolitionists to stem tbe tide of national depravity 
ou the slavery question. He described the apathy which 
nttended the efforts of the old anti-slavery. so-Jties which 
aimed at the palliation of Uie slave system, and con¬ 
trasted it vividly with the excitement produced by the 
appearance of Mr. Garrison on the theatre of public 
events, when he promulgated his famous dogma tiiat 
slavery is a sis, aud its immediate abolition a duty. He 
paid a handsome tribute to the nobility of character of 
this gentleman, and to the preeminent position which he 
has ever continued to hold in the van of the anti-slavery 
movement. He also spoke in glowing terms of the splen¬ 
did eloquence and valuable services of Wendell Phillips, 
and the high moral ground taken by the American Anti- 
Slavery Society, which bnilds its hopes of success upoD 
the employment of moral aud intellectual means alone, 
hoping nothing from political cliques or ecclesiastical 
bodies, until tbeir members have been imbued witb that 
deep-seated abhorrence of slavery that would result' 
a genuine love of liberty, and a willing obedience ti 
teacbmgs of pure Christianity. 

Next in rank amongst the anti-slavery instrumentali¬ 
ties of the day he placed the Radical Abolition Society. 
The basis of its efforts is the doctrine that the Constitu¬ 
tion of the United States is an aoti-slavery document, 
when rightly interpreted ; and that it only needs the 
Supreme Court of the United States to be imbued with 
this sentiment, in order to sweep away tbe whole system 
of slavery by declaring it nDConslitatiooal and illegal— 
its express clauses for the restoration of fugitives from 
service and labour, and for a three-fifths representation 
of slaves (in forming a numerical basis for the return of 
members to Congress from the Slave States) to the com 
trary notwithstanding. He paid a high aDd deserved 
compliment to the private virtues and extraordinary muni¬ 
ficence of Mr. Gerrit Smith, the most eminent member 
of this section of Abolitionists; but reprehended his waDt 
of stability as an Abolitionist, in having lately given ,l r - 
sanction of his support and presence to Mr. Elihn B 
ritt’s absurd rose-wuter scheme for abolishing slavery, by 
baying up tbe slaves at a reduced price from tbeir mas¬ 
ters, aod iu so far acknowledging the legal, constitutional 
and moral right of tbeir owners to hold tbem. Mr. Fre¬ 
derick Douglass was also named as an eminent member of | 
this party. He was called “celebrated ” and “devoted” 
—but Mr. Allen forgot to mention that during tbe last 
Presidential election, when Mr. Douglass saw no chance 
of the elevation of his patroD, Mr. Gerrit Smith, to the 
presidency, he openly threw the Radical Abolitionists 
overboard, aDd in his own newspaper raised the political 
standard in favour of tbe Repnblican party, who disclaim 
all desire to interfere witb slavery in tbe Slave States, 
and do no more than protest against tbe extension of 
slavery. These “Republicans” the lectnrer described as 
the third and last party which can in aDy sense be de¬ 
scribed aa an organized ami-slavery instrumentality in the 
United States. There is, first, the American Anti-Slave¬ 
ry Society, a small body in proportion to tbe population 
of tbe Free States, which uses only moral means, and 
aims to enlighten the pnbiic mind by the statement of | 
facts, and appeals to tbe religions and moral convictions 1 
and professions of the people. Second, tbe Radical Abo¬ 
litionists, a still smaller class, which relies chiefly upon a 
fanciful interpretation of the United States Constitution, 
which DObody acts npon or holds to bat themselves. 
Third, the great “Republican” political party, which em 
braces nine hundred and ninety-nine out ot every thou¬ 
sand politicians in the Free States who make any anti- 
slavery profession. As far as I could judge, tbe lecturer’s 
sympathies were chiefly with the measures of the American 
Anti-Slavery Society, but he said that the greater num¬ 
ber of his personal frieods were among tbe Radical Aboli¬ 
tionists. He told ns that of the 40,000 clergy of all de¬ 
nominations in the United States, at least 39,000 were, 
either openly or by the silence which gives consent, sup¬ 
porters of the slave system ; and that so long as this is 
so, all hope lor its overthrow must rest chiefly upon that 
comparatively small body whose efforts are steadily an<J 
uncompromisingly directed to enforce its utter an^g - 
nism to Christianity, morality, sound policy, and wen- 
national prosperity. He appeared to me to look mo

iLha to tell a bound and maDacled captive 
Sl Jr nsway. Mr. Allen wished that there 
was a greater numbe/ of the slaves like that noble 
fellow who during the late insurrections in the South, 
alloTed htoiself to be whipped to death rather than 
betray his confederates. He said it there were 100 snch 
men, the system could not possibly continue. Probably 
not; but instances of snch heroism are rare in any 
country, and least of all must we look for them amongst 
a people subjected to the darkening, debasing disci 1 


plineof slavery. All people are intellectually degraded 
and demoralized by oppression, and therefore slavery is 
unjustifiable, even though all the slaves were as contented 
as well-fed swine, as fat as prize-bullocks, and as happy 
*“ flies on a summer day. 

The lecturer having sat dowD, the chairman stood up ; 
bnt I have, not tmtil now mentioned tbe chairman. He 
was the venerable and estimable Dr. Urwick, a Congre- 

f ational minister, highly respected to this city as an able 
ivine, an eloquent preacher and platform orator. His 
remarks on Mr. Allen’s address were strictly professional. 
After complimenting tbe industry with which it had been 
prepared, he said that it was probable all present would 
not agree to ail the speaker's conclusions respecting the 
aDti-slavery instrumentalities in the United States. He 
said that as Christians we must all hold that DOtbing but 
Bible truth could abolish American slavery, and that 
unless tbe Abolitionists relied npon its efficacy, their efforts 
eonld not be crowned with success ; that infidelity could 
newer accomplish such a work. If a Roman Catholic 
priest bad occupied Dr. Urwick’s chair that evening, be 
would have declared that the Church alone could abolish 
slavery, and that unless through her aod by ber all human 
efforts would prove in vain. The doctor mentioned in 
highly laudatory terms the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher 
aito the Rev. Dr. Cbeever, both of tbe same religious 
communion as himself, as instances of the right kind of 
anti-slavery workmen. I wished there were more iike 
tbem ; but I remembered that it is only within tbe last 
year or so that Dr. Cbeever has come forward as an Abo¬ 
litionist ; aod that the Rev. H. W. Btecber, during the 
late Presidential election, declared that if the Sonth would 
consent to cease from tbeir aggressions npon free soil, he 
would not interfere with their constitutional rights. I 
could not avoid contrasting the coarse of these men with 
that of the mfidets to whom the doctor alluded—I mean 
some prominent members of tbe American Anti-Slavery 
Society, who are uo more infidels than he is, except that 
they difler from him on some points of Bible interpreta¬ 
tion. N ow, no man in tbe United States has bor le snch 
h long, persevering, onintermitting scriptural U*‘.imoDy 
against slavery as Mr. Garrison. No man that I have 
ever read or heard ol has quoted tbe Bible so constantly, 
so copiously aud so effectually against slavery as be has 
dorie. He is, more than any man I have ever hrard or 
read of, a man of one book, and this one book is tbe Bible. 
Whilst he has been for tbe last twenty-five years tbe 
“ best abased man ” in the United States, no maD B per¬ 
sonal character stands moreuninipeacbed. Whilst 39,000 
of the 40,000 clergy of all denominations have been, during 
that time, tbe open advocates or silent abettors or the 
“snm of ail villanies”—the greatest blot npon toe fair 
fame of Christendom and of orthodox Christianity—this 
man has laboured more than tbem ail to clear the Bible 
Irom the opprobrium brought npon it by its self-styled 
advocates and interpreters. “ Yours respectfully.

The kidnapped negro freed. 

From The Cincinnati Gac«tte, Dm. 14. 

We have already giveu full accounts of tbe kidnapping 
of two Degrees at Geneva, N. Y., toe escape of ooe of 
them at Carlisle Station, and tlio subsequent sale of tho 
other, named John F. H ite, in Kentncky. Wc have now 
only to detail tbe additional statements connected with 
the escape of the latter from bondage, and his return to 
this city on • Saturday afternoon, in charge of Judge 
Calvin Walker, who brought on tbe requisition from the 
Governor of New York, accompanied by Mr. Robert 
Lay of Geneva, for whom tbe boy Hite had worked, and 
who could therefore readily identify him. 

Tbe history in brief is this : On the cars np from Cleve¬ 
land, Napoleon Bonaparte Van Tuyl, the kidnapper of 
tbe negroes, fell in company with three Kentnckians, 
Barton W. Jenkins of Port Royal, Henry County, and 
Henry GlitDer aod George W. Metcalf of Carroll County, 
to whom he represented the boys as runaway slaves, and 
solicited their aid in getting them back to Tennessee, 
from which State Van Tuyl asserted they had escaped. 
The three gentlemen named, placing implicit reliance in 
tbe story of the kidnapper, who gave his name as Paul 
Lensington, rendered him such assistance as was in tiieir 
power, and when the boy Daniel Prse, who.it seems, had 
overheard a part of the false talc of Van Tuyl, attempted 
to get off the curs at Carlisle, Mr. J^nkius made an effort 
to keep him on, und, not succeeding, subsequently went 
back with Van Tnyt in searcti ui Uhl,, „„<! W as ufwrwure 
arrested at Franklin on n charge of kidnapping, bat dis¬ 
charged for wuiit of evidence. Tfsc oiner gentlemen

Van Tuyl or Lensington, as he was known to the Ken¬ 
tuckians, came on a day or two after, aod made a sale of 
the boy to Jenkins for $500, alleging iu toe bill which 
has been shown us that he was •• 19 years of age, of 
copper coionr; that he was the true and lawful owner of 
said boy, and that he was a slave for life,” which be 
signed “ Paul Lensington.” The bill of sale was made 
out for 8750, but 8500 only was paid, the balance being 
voluntarily deducted by Van Tuyl for the trouble of the 
purchaser in aiding him to secure bis “ property.” Sub¬ 
sequently the Degro was sold to Lorenzo Graves, Esq., by 
Mr. Jenkins for 8750, who took him to Warsaw, Ky., 
bnt afterward sent him to Lonisville to be confined until 
be should require his services elsewhere. This brings the 
history of tte case down to the arrival of Mr. Walker, 
with tbe requisition from tbe Governor of New York. 

On the arrival of tbe two New York officers at War¬ 
saw they had do difficulty in finding Mr. Graves; and on 
explaining to him tbeir business and exhibiting the 
evidence in their possession that the negro was free, that 
gentlemaD, with a disregard of self-interest which does his 
bead and heart the greatest honour, replied, “ I am satis- 
' he is a free negro, aod that he has been kidnapped, 
am a Kentnckian and a slaveholder, but I would as 
■on poison my mother as to purchase a negro I knew to 
be free. 1 pledge you my honour that tbe boy shall be 
placed in your haDd3 and safely conveyed to a free State.” 
Like an honourable man, be kept his word to every par¬ 
ticular. 

Mr. Graves immediately bad horses saddled for the party 
and proceeded to tbe residence of Mr. Jenkins, who had 
made the sale to Mr. Graves, and that gentlemen was aa 
much astonished as had been Mr. Graves that he had been 
so foully imposed upon by the rascal Van Tuyl, and im¬ 
mediately refunded to Mr. Graves tbe amount of tbe pur- 
cbwe money, putting to bis private loss account tbe 8500 
paid to Van Tayl, merely reminding the officers ii any 
portion of tbe amount could be obtained from “ Mr. Lso- 
siDgton,” that it should be forwarded. Matters being 
satisfactorily arranged thus far, the whole party started 
for Louisville, where Hite was still in confinement, and 
Mr. Graves not only opened the prison doors of the cap¬ 
tive with his own hands, and delivered him to Mr. Walker, 
but he accompanied the gentlemen with the boy to this 
city, gave the latter money to spend on the way, and, on 
his arrival here, bought several acceptable presents to 
send to the boy s mother at Geneva. In reply to Mr. 
Walker as he was about leaving for home on the mail 
boat Satarday noon, who tbauked him for the trouble be 
had taken in the matter, and for his honourable conduct 
throughout, Mr. Graves said, “ I promised that you should 
have tbe boy on free territory and I have kept my word. 
I was satisfied a foul wrong had been committed, and I 
have done what I could to right it. I only hope that the 
laws of New York will be equally prompt in punishing 
toe guilty party.” 

Mr. Walker and Mr. Lay staid throughout Satarday 
ternoon and yesterday at the Spencer House, and will 
leave for Geneva this morning with Hite, who, it is un¬ 
necessary to say, is oveijoyed at his escape from slavery 
In his transfer to different parties he bad not told them be 
a free negro, for fear he might be sold further South, 
bis escape thereby entirely cut off; but we are satis¬ 
fied that had he informed Mr. Graves of the fact, he would 
have found in him au honourable friend.
